Auto rally:

The Inst-bul-one slag® in the 
16th world auto championship jn 
the Ivory O asl was really more 
than complex. Not surprisingly 
Swede Stlg Blouiqvlst, who won 
his first world till® and came 
first to the finish 18 mlnulos 
ahead ol Mb Audi teammate, 
Finn Hannu Mlkkoia, said he 
felt en Immense relief to have 
coma to tho finish. 

Only four crews out of 51 
who entered the rally scored 
championship points. The other 
drivers failed to come within 
the prescribed time and were 
thus disqualified. The culprit 
was a sudden thick fog at one 
stretch, because of which they 
lost their way and got Into bog- 
lands. 

Really, tho course of the 16th 
rally Is even more complex 
than that of the Ill-famed 1672 
event, said a member of tho or- 
ganizing committee Michel 
N Guottia. In that rally none 
came to the finish, while now 
four men did, through great ef- 
forts.

1980. 

The third stage will be held 
on May 11 in the streets oi 
Moscow.

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AMELIORATION AND SCIENCE 

The tasks facing amelioration science have become 
much more complicated and are now oileit concerned 
with problems which previously no one gave any at- 
tention to, writes the newspaper SELSKAYA ZHlZN. 
One of these tashs is that of harvest programming. Tha 
solution ol this task requires complex compulations, 
software, anrf a so I/d material and technical base. To- 
day, real possibilities for this have boon created, and 
scientist s have added programming ol harvests, parti- 
cularly on amelioration soils, to the list ol practical 
tasks. Applying this method a number of farms in the 
Krasnodar and Stavropol territories and the Volgograd, 
Saratov anrf Rostov teg lo ns {In the Russian Federa- 
tion) are obtaining quite tangible results. Thus, they 
harvest 10 to 12 tonnes of corn, B to 8 tonnes ol wheal 
and 8 to 10 tonnes of rice from each hectare ol land. 
Next year, programming ot harvests will expand to 
cover an area ol 3.5 million hcclares.

Squeezed 1 b tho uarrow gorge ol 
the Kura River, It is situated doso lo the dly 
centre.

At one llmo 
It was the palace church of Georgian kings.
